perhaps (figuratively speaking) we were fishes ourselves, making a 
hearty meal occasionally on our weaker brothers and sisters like 
cannibals, or “eliminating the feeble.”

Islands,” and Its rich and varied scenery—It Is a magnificent 
panorama, varying every moment as you pass along its entire 
length. The Islands are some of them so small that they appear 
like tufts of beautiful, thick green grass that had just risen from

The geology of thlB part of the country, (I speak now more 
particularly of that part lying near the foot of Lake Ontario), Is 
very simple and Intelligible; the primitive rock, the strata of 
which runs from a north and south to a northeast and southwest 
direction, Is covered by limestone.

■lortluK circle*, the majority believing It Impossible for him to accom- 
iinh ihe feat. A* waa expected a large audience was In attendance 
P . l!V «nlng to witness the proposed exhibition. The two traps which 
«I*re used to throw the balls were placed some twenty feet apart and 
Thnal twelve yards from the marksman’s position. The balls used 
•Vre Disced in wicker baskets close to the traps, and two men wore 
k#ot almost constantly at work supplying the traps. The time was 
ulten at the report of the first shot, and the hands on the watch indi 
rated that it wa* Just 8 o'clock and 22 minutes. The Captaiu used two

milck succession and a pood idea of the rapidity of the shooting may be 
formed by counting ooe, two, quickly, theu pausing long enough to 
count five. a «d again count one, two and so on.

The course | 
toward cover was to the south, and so the procession started, 
headed by the Master of the Hounds, the rear brought up by a I ( 
a string of carriages. In this way we proceeded to a strip of 
wood, about a mile south of Gardeu City Hotel.

This movement, the short blasts of the. ) 
huntsman’s horn, and the accompanying music of the pack, drew | 
several horsemen through the brakes, and by the time the hounds, 
led by Old Comforter, were fairly oil, the field was all close at ( 
hand though several were on a road north of the cover from ( 
which the pack broke. Half a dozen horsemen took tin; first f ( 
fence handsomelv, the English farmer’s nag jumping excellently, 
as if flying his native “bullfinches." Unfortunately for the far¬ 
mer, however, he mistook the whipper-in for the * untsman, 
and as Fitzpatrick did not follow straight yesterday the stranger 
got thrown out early in the run. Very soon after Mr. Ludlow 
got thrown out also, but in a different way. He essayed a four- 
rail feuce, but could not negotiate It, and his nag, a roarer, went 
to grass on the further side. Not more than five or six went 
straight after this last cropper, and among those were Mr. Gris¬ 
wold, Mr. Zborowski and Mr. Center. The jumps were not very : 
trying after the first mile or so, and, Indeed, only two or three i 
really stiff, high fences were encountered during the entire run. | 
At one of these Mr. Griswold had a cropper, but he was soon np | 
and forward again. Mr. Center dropped out soon after, and to¬ 
wards the close only two or three were up with the houndB. 
After a run of less than four miles—north at first and west after¬ 
ward—the pack turned toward the south and crossed the Hemp¬ 
stead turnpike road, not very far from Foster's meadows. They 
then ran eustward, turned again into the road, and then along 
through a wood and so toward the southeast, finishing in another 
wood about a quarter of a mile further on. This doubling of the 
chase brought up some of those who lagged behind, so that there 
was quite a respectable attendance at the finish, the ladies being 
among the number. 

It la amusing to listen to the bluster of some of the stragglers 
who gallop up at the finish with a great flourish after having done ] 
all the chopping possible and pretend to have gone straight and 
jumped all the fences. How they boast of this jump and that I 
How high their horses went 1 How admirably they cleared that 
five-rail fence I Oh, ’twas beautiful! But then, some slight al¬ 
lowance must be made for the exaggeration due to the excite- j 
ment of the moment ; and it is some satisfaction to be in well at 
the finish, even if one does have to cut off the corners. 

The Englishman on the blocky horse professed to be. very sorry 
to have gone wrong. Had he ridden straight he would have 
done well, no doubt. Speakiug of his horse be said:—“At 'ome 
the folks that ’unted on my place wanted un for the ^mtsman, 
but they sent to Oirelund and bought un theer for two hunder 
pun'.” This may have been a sly insinuation that his nag was 
worth so much that they could not afford to purchase it. 

The run was all over in less than forty minutes, its length be¬ 
ing perhaps a little short of six miles- It was wholly a drag hunt, 
and the country over which the chase led mostly a grass country, 
though there were here and there some stubble fields and a few 
ploughed pateheB that were rather trying to the horses. Alto¬ 
gether It was a short and not very eventful dash, but a very spir¬ 
ited one while It lasted. It was a good day for chopping, too, 
and many who found themselves thrown out early In the run 
caught up again after taking to the roads for a while. 

The next meet will be at East Meadow Brook, at one o’clock 
p. m., next Saturday. The one following will be the Thanksgiv¬ 
ing Day meet, at Garden City. The hunt ball for the farmers’ of 
the vicinity, over whose ground the huntsmen have occasionally 
ridden, will take place on Thanksgiving Eve. It is announced 
that the Invitations are now being prepared and will be issued 
In a few days.— New York Herald- _

The Uses of Fish Skins. 


Only an Introductory preface, perhaps; only a prelude to still 
better things, possibly—but fifty minutes over the grave and a kilt 
in the open , to stir your blood and to make you a greater slave 
than over to the chase! Did you start anxious of your nerve, 
fearful that your Summer’s run had indeed left you a year older, 
and that that might be the year which brings that crisis of a riding 
life which now and again you see dropping so suddenly, unex 
pcctedly, and irretrievably on better men than you! You come 
home, feeling that your veins had never coursed more rapidly, 
that your Bptrit never rose more delightedly to the cry of a racing 
pack, that there does (as you often declared before, even to the 
unbelieving) exist a pleasure that excels the sweetest vices In 
Ufe, and leaves an after-taste that has no regret. 


Although the skin of some marine, mammals, such as those of 
the seal, walrus and the white whale or beluga (known as por¬ 
poise leather), have long been commercially employed, It is only 
lately that attention has beeu more generally directed to the utili¬ 
zation of fish skins on an extended scale. Their employment 
hitherto has been very limited. Eel skins have been used for 
the thongs of whips aud the attachments of flails, dried sole 
skins to clarify coffee, and some shark and ray skins by work¬ 
men to smooth and polish substances, and also to make a kind of 
shagreen leather. 

At the Maratime Exhibition held at the Westminster Aquarium 
this year, Mr. G. Kent, of Christiana, Norway, exhibited a vari¬ 
ety of tanned skins, among which were: 

1. Whale skins tanned ; the size ranges from twelve Inches 
broad by ten feet in length, suitable for wheel bands, for driving 
machinery, etc. 

3. White fish, for upper leather, which can be prepared In 
pieces of twelve feet by four feet. 

3. Skins of various flat fish, dressed and prepared for gloves. 
Fine upper leather can be made, often to be had In sizes up to 
three feet square. 

4. Skins of soles, dressed and tanned, suitable for purses, etc. 

5. 8klns of tborubacks, suitable for cabinet makers, Instead of 
sand paper, and very much more durable. 

6. Skins of eels, dressed and dyed, suitable for braceB and 
other purposes. 

In Mon. Chas. Varey’s “Scientifique Correspondence’’ from 
Paris, of Aug. 7, mention Is made of an industry carried on at 
Colburn, In Canada, in the skins of species of sllurlds for glove 
making, aud this is to be prosecuted on a larger scale, both for 
the flesh for salting and the skin for currying. 

Shoes have been mode In Gloucester, Mass., from the skins of 
the cusk or torak (Broemue vulgaris ), the use of which has been 
patented. If this material for Bhoes proves what it promises, it 
will open up a new market for fish skins, which will no doubt be 
highly profitable. In Egypt fish skins from the Red Sea are used 
for soles of shoes. In the Animal Products Collection at the 
Bethnal Green Museum there are some taDned sole skins shown. 
The skin of the losh or burbot (Lota maculata), cleansed, stretched 
and dried, Is used by country people In many parts of Russia and 
Siberia to trim their dresses, and Instead of glass for the windows 
of their dwellings, being as transparent as oiled paper. It is 
also utilized by some of the Tartar tribes as material for their 
Summer dresses, and the bags ln which they pack tbelr animal 
skins. The Inhabitants of ‘ the eastern coast of the middle of 
Asia clothe-theraselves with the tanned skins of the salmon. It 
(a asserted that It makes a leather as tough as wash leather. The 
i scale marks give a very neat pattern to the leather .—Scientific 
American. _ 


thing in the grass. At first I thought It was some [species of 
rattlesnake, but upon more careful scrutiny, I found It was a fine, 
firm, fresh fish of the pickerel species. Having been brought up 
at the sea shore, I knew at once the fish wan good, and picked It 
up, while wondering whence it came. My astonishment was In¬ 
creased, however, when, stepping on a few yards further, I found 
another equally good. A few steps further, and one more, and 
then I thought I ought to return to the school-room for Borne 
paper In which to wrap them. On entering the room I seized 
(rather thoughtlessly you will say) one of the pails, and proceeded 
to collect fish. When I had more than half filled the pall, I saw a 
man In the distance carrying some flah, and, supposing the- 
mystery was about to be solved, I awaited his approach. I 
dropped the pail and felt somewhat guilty for having appropriated! 
the fish, till, relieved by hts aBsurlng me that he had 
gathered up also those he had In the same way, and that he had. 
just been culling the largest of them. He observed, ‘These are 
as good and fresh as money could buy.' 1 filled the pall, not 
ouly to the brim, but up tbe whole height of the handle, and, 
having deposited my burden, naturally, in the farm house where 
I board, I returned to collect the remainder. When I had finished 
my task, I assure you that I felt fatigued. The work had occu¬ 
pied half an hour. This fall of fish extended about three-quarters 
of a mile. On the same evening one of the maids was sent for 
the cows to a field about half a mile from my boarding place. She 
also returned laden with fish that she had picked up in a similar 
way. This girl reported that she had left others behind her 
which she could not conveniently carry to the house. The lady, 
with her maids, prepared the fish the same evening for drying 
and smoking, and they were subjected to thlB process next day. 
The circumstance, you will admit, is unique, apart from its 
strange surroundings, and I cannot but think the correspondent 
of the Rondeau Nem did not err much in reporting it. As to 
whether these now famous fishes fell six feet or six thousand, 1 
know not. One thing I know, that they were scattered for a dis¬ 
tance of about three-quarters of a mile, aud that, at least, to my 
knowledge, three persons gathered them.” 

Poison Fishes. — A very poisonous fish is found on the coast 
of Borneo, and common to the rivers in Sarawak. The fish is 
called the ikarn buntat, and is by no means pleasant to look at, 
being flabby and covered with ehort spines, having the power of 
blowing itself out in a globular form, aud when handled in this 
state it emits a sound something like a grunt. Lately, thirteen 
persons had been seized with symptoms of poisoning after eating 
the roe of the buutal. Three of the sufferers succumbed to the 
effects of the poison and died; the remaining ten were saved by 
careful medical treatment. The appearance presented by those 
attacked and who recovered were dilated pupils, blueneBS of lips, 
spasms of throat, contractions of the limbs, stertor, with greatly 
lowered temperature. In those who died, the tongue was white 
and mottled, the mouth showing a peculiar blueness. The time 
which elapsed from eating the fish to that of death was from 
twenty minutes to half au hour. In searching for parallel cases, 
It was found that some years ago two sallora were poisoned from 
eating a small portion of the liver of the same kind of fish (Tetra- 
odon solandri), at the Cape of Good Hope, and died in seventeen 
minutes. Large quantities are eaten by the Malays and Dyaks, 
“who have many peculiar superstitions couneeted with the mode 
of cooking,” in which, perhaps may be found the secret of the Inn 
munlty enjoyed, as a rule, from the effects of the fish. One of 
the remedies in which the natives have much faith, Is the curious, 
process of placing the sufferer ou a platform of sticks, on which, 
the fish is smoked, and keeping up a good fire underneath, suffi¬ 
ciently guarded not to burn tbe body. 

Snake vs. Snake.— At Coy & Brown’s mill, near Beltou, 8 . 
C., a small “king snake” has taken up his abode regularly, aud 
among the rats and mice be Is a “fell destroyer." He has become 
tame and gentle, and often when the keeper of the mill takes a 
noonday nap, his snakeshlp will crawl around and over him. One 
day recently, a medium-sized water moccasin lay on the sand be¬ 
low the mill, and ere long the king Biiake approached him cau- 
f tlously, swaying hts head from right to left. The motion was 

- more and more contracted the nearer he approached, until within 
i a few inches of his victim he lay for some time motionless. Then 

- suddenly he darted upon the moccasin, caught him by the back of 
t the neck, and coiled himself around him. After he harl made 
r several coils, he freed his mouthhold upon the moccasin s neck, 
B and by making loopB of his body and inserting his head through 

- them, he tied himself In two or three knots around the victim a 
f body He remained there some ten minutes, and then loosed hirn- 

self and crawled triumphantly back to the mill, leaving the dead 
a body of the moccasin on the Band.

Dog Clubs. 


BY ARNOLD BUBOES. 

U we are to effect a general Improvement In dogs, and not con- 
tllne our attention to those breeds most Intimately associated with 
the sporting Interests of the country we must do something more 
•than simply to arrange non-sporting classes at our bench shows. 
These may Indeed serve to bring out the best types we have of 
'the different varieties, but they do not offer sufficient Induce¬ 
ment to prompt the development of the various breeds by syste¬ 
matic and careful breeding. Every breed Iiub Its special use and 
part to play In life and no one will question the advantage of 
substituting highly-bred first-class specimens for the mongrels 
which commonly bear the names of races whose attributes they 
fail to represent. Our sporting dogs are afforded ample support 
by the sportsmen of the country, and the many large breeding 
kennels, wherein tbe choicest blood is carefully preserved, but 
no such special care Is offered to the house and toy dogs, Justly 
esteemed for their companionable or useful qualities. Abroad, 
clubs have been formed, each having for its object the cultiva¬ 
tion of some particular breed. Thus we have the “Fox Terrier 
Club," the Skye Terrier,” the “Dandto.Dinmout,” and the “Bull 
Dog” cluba; each with ita standard founded upon the best 
authority, and each seeking to bring the dogs it represents up to 
the highest perfection. Many of these clubs give special prizes 
at the different shows, and certainly a prize of this nature la 
justly more valuable in the eyes of its possessor than any other 
could be if giveu by some liberally minded patron who had no 
special knowledge of the class his gift favored. 

Those who have visited our great shows, possessed of any 
knowledge of the non-sporting classes, must bear us out in the 
assertion that many doge have been entered there in classes they 
did not belong to, and many of the prize winners would puzzle 
any well posted man to assign them to any particular class, so 
strongly did they give evidence of mixed blood. These are mat¬ 
ters which call for the action of some recognized authority; 
Some body, not individual, that from Its acknowledged acquain¬ 
tance with a certain breed Is qualified to say what does and what 
does not Indicate a purely-bred representative. Such clubs can 
be formed in any of our cities, where men of means and taste In 
canine, matters can write In the pursuit and diffusion of the neces¬ 
sary knowledge. They cau be made as Influential and dignified 
in their position as the members desire, for upon the conduct and 
intelligence of those members the standing of the clubs will de¬ 
pend. The day for narrow-minded opposition to manly sports 
and love for the dog has gone by, and the liberal spirit of the age 
■will i egard with favor any attempt at the improvement of any 
and all breeds. Individual effort may do much, but it cannot do 
all. A man may gain a reputation for the excellence of bis par¬ 
ticular strain as compared with others, but If no standard is es¬ 
tablished there can be no means of demonstrating that even his 
strain is correct In form and characteristics of the true type. 
Arbitrary standards, unsupported by particular authority, may be 
denounced or denied by individual exhibitors who claim and offer 
what they deem conclusive evidence that their entries are good 
representatives of their classes. It Is not possible to do away 
with all wrangling, and beaten exhibitors will rush Into print 
with their grievances to the end of time, but the general spread 
of knowledge through the influence of clubs devoted to special 
Interests, will do more to abolish such disputes and to educate the 
public to a just appreciation of the right and wrong of such com¬ 
plaints when made, than any other course we can adopt. 


Pointing or Setting. 


BY M. VON CUL1N. 

Pointing or setting on the scent of game as an Intended prey, 
which has been so well developed in the Better and pointer, is 
not, as Is generally supposed,conflned to these two breeds of dogs, 
nor Is it universal, os some strains of dogs are entirely without a 
sign of it, neither Is it confined to the dog species. It is as 
thoroughly instinctive ib the cat species as it is in the dog. We 
see it as well developed in the common cat and In the fox as it is 
possible in any animal without the aid of man, and in fact as 
much of it as is necessary for the purposes of the animal which Is 
to locate their game for the final spring. Man's influence over 
tbe dog in first prolonging the stop, for man’s purposes, was due 
to domestication and education, and by cultivation through gen¬ 
erations has been transmitted as a natural trait of character, 
called instinct. In first prolonging the stop, or as it was then 
net, of the dog, we feci confident, was much less perfect than the 
point of the setters and pointers of to-day. The purpose for 
which the point waB prolonged was different, requiring a differ¬ 
ent attitude: perhaps It Ib fortunate that such was the case. The 
object for which the atop was first prolonged to a set was to locate 
the birds tor the purpose of netting them. The net was thrown 
over both dog and birds, and setting, or crouching flat on the 
ground, is tbe position best suited to netting; at the same time it 
ia the best position and often times the only means by which a 
willful or ill-bred dog can be compelled to remain steady on bis 
game. By this means a dog without the Instinct can be taught 
by habits of prompt obedience, to drop to the raised hand the 
moment the trainer sees by his actions that he scents game. I 
have made several cocker spaniels very useful as snipe dogs In 
this way, when otherwise they would have been useless only as 
retrievers, and I doubt not the pointing Instinct could be devel¬ 
oped as well In these dogs as In the setter, or more properly 
speaking, the Betting spaniel. We have no record of how or 
when the crouching or setting of the setter was changed for 
shooting purposes, to the more useful position of standlngor point¬ 
ing. Neither have we a record of how or when the pointer was 
taught to make a permanent stop on game, but we feel confident 
that he was tanght as tbe setter, first to set and then allowed to 
stand and point his game. Dogs taught to drop to point may 
always retain the habit like the celebrated champion pointer dog 
Drake, but when they do of their own accord they are exceptional 
cases. The dog naturally wishes to see all that transpires, and 
at such times as his view Is obstructed he will stretch ids neck, 
and perhaps raise a little higher to see where the bird fails or 
files, or, on the point to get a little closer, and If not reminded 
of the breech of rules will after a time get upon his feet. Such 
is also tbe case In dropping to shot and wing, but of this we will 
speak again. The pointing attitude Is more useful from the fact 
that In banting brush and even on the open prairies or weedy 
stubble the dog might as well sink into the earth ae drop to bis 
game, for he would effectually be hidden from sight of the shooter. 
In shooting on our pralriee, or on the moors and wilds of Scot¬ 
land, should the ground be ae bare as your hand, from tbe distance 
taken by tbe rangy dog required for the work, a solid color or one 


with little white, Is hardest to keep in sight. Tbe Duke of Gor¬ 
don bred white Into his celebrated strains of black tans for no 
other purposo than they were hard to see on the hlllsldeB or to 
distinguish from the heather. That all doge do not possess the 
pointing instinct to any useful degree, we point to the different 
terriers, who pursue their game to the death without a moment'e 
hesitation. It Is true they will watch motionless at a rat-hole In 
tbe floor where there Is no chance to dig, but this is patience, not 
pointing. That the pointing instinct is not confined to the Better 
and pointer, we have seen it almost as well developed in the bea¬ 
gle, harrier and fox-hound as in the pointer or setter; and tbe 
peculiar part of it is that they show the pointing instinct only on 
feathered game, not on fur, their natural prey. I once owned 
a beagle hound dog, named Frank, who would point quails, both 
live and dead birds, and he could flud them as well as any setter 
or pointer I ever saw. He has repeatedly pointed long 
enough to get a shot over him, but the first rabbit he struck 
knocked quails all out of his head. There are many of my ae 
quaintauces who have seen this dog point quails. He would find 
a dead bird us quickly and skillfully as any setter, and delighted 
in it. This Frank was a pure bred hound and the best I ever saw 
for work. It is a familiar sight to see pussy stop on her prey; 
draw on him, then stop again and wriggle herself into the best 
position for a final spring. Master Reynard will not only point 
staunchly until he locates his prey, but I have seen him quarter 
ugainst the wind, feathering his brush and galloping with all the 
grace and Style of a well bred setter until he struck the body 
scent and carried it to a successful point of several seconds, when 
he draw with belly almoBt on the ground, this took him out of 
sight, behind 6ome bushes, but tbe flight of a covey almost 
from under the very bu6li, and the reappearance of Reynard still 
aupperless, proved how necessary was the caution and Bkill to 
success. The cat has not sufficient intelligence for man to edu¬ 
cate her to usefulness, and while the fox has the Intelligence lie 
has not the necessary advantages of domestication. In different 
strains of our field dogs, and in different members of the same 
strain, we find the different Instincts developed to a different de¬ 
gree. At the head of the list of canine instincts which are useful 
to the sportsmuu is the pointing instinct. So long has this been 
cultivated, and so thoroughly has it become an instinct, that it 
clings to dogs of more than one generation who disgrace their 
royalty by inter-marriage with the plehians. We have a 6payed 
hitch in our town bred from poodle and setters through two gen¬ 
erations, which is an excellent single bird dog; she is good at 
finding coveys but always flushes without a semblariee*of a point; 
after they arc scattered she will find and point them staunchly, 
hut will not back-stand. Auothcr spayed bitch from the same 
litter, which resembles tbe poodle as much as her sister does the 
setter, has never in her life offered to stop a moment on game. 
In the same strain and same litter of well bred setters, the point¬ 
ing instinct is better developed in one member than in another. 
Some of the pups in a litter will point stauuchly the first game 
bird they smell, while others may require many patient lessons to 
make them staunch. I would never retain for breeding purposes 
any dog which was deficient in pointing instinct. I have seen two 
exceptions to this, but only two, and on tbe other hand, I have 
seen the result of breeding tell the tale exactly as I tell it, many, 
many times. 

Among the many grand injporteds I have seen, Is a now living, 
very excellent and publicly noted snipe, pinnated grouse, wood¬ 
cock and quail dog, noted for his grand performance on each of 
these birds, which made him much sought nfter as a stud dog. I, 
among the many others, bred to him; he is a dog of wonderful 
nose and early development of the pointing instinct. I have 
handled and seen others handle many of his pups from good 
bitches, aud I have yet to see a more than ordinarily good dog of 
his get, and I have Been many worthless ones. I know of several 
which have been hunted two seasons and have never yet made a 
point on anything. The dogs which show the beBt average early 
development of the pointing instinct are the Laverocks, and 
those which are bred closest to them, namely, the Field Trials. 
Upon the pointing instinct hangs the superiority of the setter and 
pointer over the flushing spaniels, and all other dogs used in pur¬ 
suit of game bird6, with the early development of which we gen¬ 
erally find caution. In fact, caution is part of the pointing in¬ 
stinct. We occasionally see caution overdone, when a dog stops 
absolutely on the first scent of game, sometimes at u loug dis¬ 
tance, and refuses to lead us to it; hut nine times out of ten it is 
the fault or inexperience of the trainer which makes him fear to 
go further. Often do we see (from improper training or ill breed¬ 
ing,usually the former) a dog point staunchly when you are at a dis¬ 
tance, and when he knows you arc coming, before you are in 
position for 6hooting, rush in and flush. Intuitive back standing 
is substantial evidence of good breeding; hacking is scarcely 
second in importance to pointing. Entire strains of dogs have to 
be many times restrained before the pointing instinct dcvclopos. 
Other strains point and back on the first opportunity. These are 
always the easiest to train, and generally the most reliable dogs 
That retrieving is liable to make a dog unsteady at Ills point I am 
satisfied. Retrieving is an accomplishment we, of America, can¬ 
not afford to relinquish. There are other accomplishments quite 
as necessary to a highly educated dog, which are perilous to 
staunchness In the hands of the careless handlers—the most prom¬ 
inent of which is flushing to order. In brush shooting, much 
trouble and annoyance is saved by having your dog flush 
to order. Often will your dog point staunchly 
In a thicket, where you are unable to follow, could you 
see him. But it requires care and experience to teach it, so that 
he will flush only when ordered. I never teach a dog to flush to 
order until after his second season. Young dogs are more apt to 
become unsteady, flushing before they are ordered, and eventu¬ 
ally become worthless. Repeatedly have I seen a dog point 
staunchly with a dead bird in his mouth. I have a dog now who 
will hunt for hours with a dead bird iu her mouth, pointing as 
well with it os without It, if you refuse to take it from her when 
she retrievea it. Staunchness on the point means poluting with¬ 
out showing n disposition to start the game until ordered; and if 
not ordered until flushed by the shooter, or it flushed of Itself. 
The rigid, cataleptic, statue-like point Is the only point for me; 
none other Is the geuulne instinctive point. Many dogs have I 
6een which would come to a perfect stop until they could locate 
their game, when the point would leave, as It were, like a tidal 
wave, commencing at the head, and as be shook it off at the tail 
It was fly bird or die.

Canine Notes From England. 

London, Nov. 3, 1877. 

[Z?Y our Resident Correspondent .1 

In looking back on the past season we can find many evidences 
of a decline of dog showing and the sale of high priced animals. 
Tbe number of bench shows from one. cause or another Is not so 
extensive, and presumably from the Bpread and advancement of 
canine knowledge, the exhibits have become less numerous. 
But though some may lament this, for different reasons, It un¬ 
questionably points to a healthier Btate of affairs, and if it car¬ 
ries no greater gain than the reduction of opportunity for third 
and fourth class animals to gain honors of which they are un¬ 
deserving, it will assuredly prove to the advancement of the 


species. The competition between really high class dogs, too, 
has had some share in wiping out the inferior fry; for the num¬ 
ber of the former, having so materially Increased of late years, it 
becomes necessary, if they are to Beek honors at all, that they be 
not too particular In what field they are gained! In drawing com¬ 
parisons we have observed that, curiously enough, the less import¬ 
ant shows, aud those offering but insignificant prize money, have 
been repeatedly better supported than more aspiring institutions; 
and the reason of this is not difficult to see through. When the 
prizes are attractive the owners of inferior stock say to themselves 
“No, thaDk you, Dreadnaught and Perfection are sure to put in 
for 60 good a stake, I’ll stay at home," and thus very few beyond 
tip-toppers find their way; but on the other hand, wheu the re¬ 
wards are the most paltry, every one presumes that everybody else 
will aneeringly decline, leaving as the result an unopposed field; 
and it is not till the day that each, finds every oue else has con¬ 
ceived the same notions, so the consequence is, startling big 
classes made up of a heterogeneous collection of good, bad, and 
Indifferent. The reason why so many of our fixtures have fallen 
through Is because they were found to be unprofitable speculations, 
and, in my opinion, it is a matter for very strong doubt whether 
any are really self-supporting. 

The only subject which keeps the kennel world awake just at 
present is that of rabies and hydroplioblu, and this Is probably 
more discussed outside than In. Certain of the daily and local 
prints have been striving their hardest seemingly, to produce a 
panic, and, indeed, may congratulate themselves on considerable 
Bucceas. Could they contribute any sound advice towards its pre¬ 
vention or remedy, they would be bestowing an important benefit 
on their fellow men, but failing iu this, they are, tnspreadlngpanlc 
and fear among the nervous and ignorant, only supplementing the 
111 that already exists. The Times has lately been exceedingly 
full of it, and one of its correspondents has supplied the alleged 
cure which the German, Dr. Offenburg, professes to have been suc- 
cuessful. The following is the account: “The cure of a case of 
genuine hydrophobia by the administration of curari or wourali 
(the Indian arrow poison) will no doubt interest your readers, as It 
shows that this disease may prove less fatal than has hitherto been 
believed. The use of curari has been recommended 
by both English and foreign physicians, but no 
published account has hitherto appeared of its successful adminis¬ 
tration. The following is extracted from a treatise by Dr. Offen¬ 
burg, who treated the case at Munster in Westphalia. “On the 23d 
of July, 1874, a peasant girl, aged 24, was bitten on the foot by 
a rabid dog. Several dogs had been previously destroyed In the 
neighborhood, and a farmer had died of hydrophobia at the ad¬ 
joining farm. The wound became gradually worse and refused 
to heal, and she was therefore admitted on the 8th of October, to 
the Franciscan hospital. Favorable progress was made during the 
first week, but at 8 a.m. ou tbe 10th, the usual symptoms of 
hydrophobia suddenly appeared. Convulsive spasms of 
the throat and chest, contraction of the muscles, rest¬ 
lessness and mental terror increased every moment, and were 
soon followed by antipathy to light and to water, the sight of 
which produced violent convulsions. Morphia and chloroform 
having been administered without result, a subcutaneous injection 
of three centegrammes of curari was made at 10:45 p. M. into 
the arm, and during the next four and oue-hnlf hours five more 
injections were made, the quantity varying from two to three 
centigrammes. After the second injection the spasms began to 
diminish and to appear at louger intervals, and the terror and 
mental anxiety wore succeeded by loquacious cheerfulness. At 
3:30 A. M. the first symptoms of paralysis appeared, and on two 
occasions a spasm was followed by complete cessation of respira¬ 
tion which was quickly restored by compression of the abdomen. 
The spasms continued to diminish while the paralysis of the mus¬ 
cles increased aud movement and speech became extremely diffi¬ 
cult. But after 7:30 a. M. these symptoms became less intense 
and the patient became able to quench her thirst without pain or 
ill results. The improvement continued during the day, head¬ 
ache and great weakness being the marked symptoms. On the 
18th some slight return of spasm induced the administration of 
three centigrammes of curari ae a measure of precaution, and 
after this the recovery was rapid, and on the 24th the patient ate 
some milk and bread, and enjoyed good sleep: on the 27th the 
headache suddenly disappeared, and on the 3rd of December, the 
wound having completely healed, she returned to her homo. 
When visited on the 19th, she merely complained of slight weak¬ 
ness and a dislike to very strong light. The above case seems to 
prove that curari might be employed In paralyzing quantities to 
ensure a good result. It seems probable that after inoculation 
with the poison of rabies, a certain organic substance is devel¬ 
oped, which rapidly produced Its dreadful effects on the nervoua 
system aud as rapidly disappears either by expulsion or trans¬ 
formation Into Innocuous substances. Curari arrests and par¬ 
alyzes for a time the action of the poison, and during this period 
the expulsion or transformation alluded to is effected. Its use 
cannot be too strongly recommended; there is nothing to lose 
and everything to be gained, for in the above case, at all events, if 
proved successful." 

My friend Mr. J. H. Scott, of Thirsk, in Yorkshire—the most 
popular fox-terrier judge of the day—informs me it is his inten¬ 
tion to pay the States a visit early in the new year. He purposes 
taking with him a good kennel of setters, and declares bis readi¬ 
ness, to, at the same time, undertake the transit of auy others 
that American sportsmen may be la want of, an opportunity 
which some will doubtless embrace. Mr. Scott Is widely known 
in England as a practical sportsman, and Is universally acknowl¬ 
edged as an excellent judge, a talented writer and an amiable 
companion. _ Caractacus. 

Bristol Dog Show. 

The Bristolians are well-known as a pushing people who don’t 
do things by halves, but heave with a will whenever they put 
their shoulders to the wheel. In the matter of dog shows, at all 
events, Bhe means to rule the roast. Last year was the first ex¬ 
hibition of tbe kind ever held here, and a very creditable show it 
was, although some of the rules and arrangements were capable 
of being Improved. We offered some hints hints to the commit¬ 
tee at the time, and instead of these being taken unkindly—as 
has been the case in so many other quarters, which have never¬ 
theless been forced to adopt them later on—they were cordially 
acted on, the consequence being that this year the entries mount¬ 
ed up to the gratifying number of 618. Mr. C. Dickson superin¬ 
tended the show ably; Messrs. Ford and Hopkins benched the 
animals, not only comfortably, but artistically, and even luxu¬ 
riously. The majority of the dogs were divided by zinc wire 
partitions, fastened "Cofhe woodwork' behind, and to a strong 
Iron bar In front. TIiIb plan not only did not spoil the appear¬ 
ance of the Bbow, as clumsy wooden partitions, but also bad a 
very pretty effect. Among those dogs whose benches were not so 
partitioned there was of course an occasional “mill,” but when¬ 
ever this happened they were promptly separated, and there and 
then bad their “communications” cut off by means of the zinc. 
We were glad, however, to be told by Mr. Mats, the energetic 
secretary, that next year fighting will be rendered impossible by 
the universal use of the zinc partitions; for In these days of rabies 
and problematical hydrophobia, tbe less biting the better. The 
dogs were carefully fed, and each animal bad a tin canteen filled

with water hungup on the hoards behind him, and this is a eapital 
Idea Well, when we have said that the hall was roomy and well 
ventilated, that both exhibitors and judges wore treated like gen¬ 
tlemen, the former being allowed to lead their own dogs round, 
and that the attendants neither got drunk uor used their whips, 

It is enough to show that the Bristol dog show must now take 
rank with the best canine exhibitions in the kingdom. The 
judges, too, were pretty well chosen; Mr. Tlieu. Bassett doing 
the Fox-terriers; Mr. Hanbury, Bloodhounds, Mastiffs, St. Ber¬ 
nards, Foreign Sporting and Non-sporting dogs, Non-sporling 
puppies and Dalmatians; the Hev. G. F. Hudson taking Deer¬ 
hounds, Greyhounds, Newfoundlands, Sheepdogs, Pomeranians, 
Pugs, Italian Greyhounds, Dandle Dinmonts, and Bedlingtou 
Terriers; Mr. Lori, Ketrievers, Pointers, Setters, Spaniels, Dachs¬ 
hunds, and Sporting puppies; while Mr. Percivai judged the Bull¬ 
dogs, the rest of the Terriers, and the Blenheims and King 
Charles Spaniels; and Mr. M. B. Wynn awarded the prizes given 
by the Mastiff Club. Messrs. Cade and Leigh were the veterinary 
inspectors. Now, by the way, does this appointment at all good 
shows really mean anything, or is the office u mere sinecure! Is 
it, or is It not, the duty ot the veterinary Inspector to take a walk 
through the show twice a day, and ordur the removal of the sick! 
Many of the dogs were more or less mangy, and had no right 
whatever hi be on the benches; and we have seen the same else¬ 
where. We feel convinced this will be seen to next year, for we 
heartily wish the Bristol dog show the success it so well merits. 

Tlie Bloodhounds (dogs) were a very grand class from begin¬ 
ning to etui; the winuer, Dou, is good all over, although hardly 
high enough in skull, nor very rich in wrinkle; Mr. Morrell’s 
well-known Hollo is better in skull; the he dog deserved his 
place, as did the e. The bitches were a poorer lot, though a very 
nice bitch is Mona, if somewhat out of condition; the second 
prize is better in body, though inferior in head, ears, aud muzzle. 

Deerhounds Were splendid, ull iron-greys; Bran (the Batli win¬ 
ner) went far to leeward (hut was out of condition), Duke gain¬ 
ing au easy first, a most beautifully-headed dog; Doctor, who 
has a rare good coat and hard, taking second, the Cuehullin, 
whom we think inferior to Bran, being rhc. In bitches we fell in 
love at first sight with Linda; If not quite the tiling in coat, she 
is quite the stuff that Deerhounds are built of: the second prize 
we did not like, the muzzle Is a bit. foxy, and she is small. Grey¬ 
hound dogs we thought a terribly weedy lot. and passed speedily 
on to the bitches, a far more satisfactory elass: the winner (win¬ 
ner, too, of the Meer Down Stakes) is a beautiful little bllcb, 
with a splendid chest, and looking all over a racer, she is Idaek; 
second prize is also black, and also, though not equally, good. 

The Mastiffs were good fun. When, oil when will the genius 
arise who shall settle the Mastiff question! Here iu this very 
large elass, could be seen every conceivable shape of skull and 
bead—round skulls and llat skulls, aud Itddlc-heads, and faces 
with wrinkles and faces without, and black masks and grey 
masks, and no masks at all: Well, Mr. Hanbury gave Shah, 
whom you know, flrst prize; and Colonel, whom you also knew, 
second; when in comes Mr. Wynn, with his extra £5 prize, 
“presented by the Mastiff Club,'' for the best Mastiff of all 
classes, the property of a member of the Mastiff Club, and sticks 
the ticket up above Bran, a dark-skinned dog—or devil—with a 
mouth like the riseuliest old frog that ever St. Patrick kicked 
out of “Ould Olrlaud." We have before sahl that tee like Colo¬ 
nel’s head better than Shah’s; but on the whole think the judg¬ 
ing was right. The elass was good on the whole, especially— 
after the winners—88, 89, 41, and 47. Bitches were not up to 
so much. Duchess Is very good, however, and the second about 
equally so. Lady is also a good hitch, hut was not noticed, nor 
was Princess. Maggie, to whom Mr. Wynn gave tile "Mastiff 
Club” prize, was a nice bitch as to color and markings, but dis¬ 
tressingly underhung. She Is mother to No. 71, iu Mastiff Dog 
Pups, which had at Northampton the “Mastiff Club” prize; but 
here the pup (Landseer) was not looked at, the judge giving the 
price—In a lucid interval—to Ben II., a puppy that, although a 
little dark hi color -ami this |s not a material point -should 
some day make Ids mark. The less said about the Mastiff hitch 
puppies the better. Wo gladly passed on to something more 
solid. 

This we found a good class of rough-coated St,. Bernards, 75, 
70, 77 aud 78, not making au attractive show, but Monk topping 
the list, aud looking as princely as ever, and H. S. H. Prince Al¬ 
bert Bolins' Courage making a tolerable second. Courage is a 
very taking red and while dog, but seemed to us a leetle coarse. 
He won at Amsterdam however, also Darlington. Ills serene 
Highness’ splendid Barry II. surely deserved to he noticed, even 
If lie is a little narrow round the muzzle. The Shull was victor 
in class 111, aud looked his best; and Grtudol (second), although 
light enough ill bone, is a bunny pup. 

The Newfoundlands, both dogs and hitches, were a rare good 
lot. We missed poor Ncp, but fear lie would have gone to the 
wall If he had been here, for Leo never looked so well iu Ids life, 
and won in a canter. Lion came in second; he is a sou of Leo, 
and will doubtless improve in coat, but his nose is a trifle stumpy'. 
Mr. Loader Browne’s Seinda is good in coat, and a strong, power¬ 
ful, promising young dog. No. SD was c —No. 811 was retrievery; 
No. 93 (a grandson of Theodore Nero) was he, has a flue head 
and the rich brown eyes that belong to that strain. In bitches 
Mr. Maplebeck won first and second with Gtpsey and Brunette, 
the latter not so nicely shaped, but with the proper Cato coat. 
Syren, though entered, didn’t come. 

Retrievers were a tolerable show on the whole, Perdix winning 
In wavy, nicely-shaped, but out of coat; Merlin taking second, 
and Diver third, both iu their proper places; but Thorn, who al¬ 
though we didn’t see him down, seemed overlooked. There was 
little merit tn the wavy bitches, bar the first prize, who, although 
not in nice coat or condition, is A 1 In shape. The curly-coated 
dog retrievers were on the whole had, still there was just room 
for a second, although that and third were withheld. We would 
have chosen 126, Mottle II. 7M>|/ won. In bitches, Dr. Morris' 
XL excelled, and Mr. Arkwright’s Soot followed suit. This was 
a far belter class than the dogs. 

Highland colleys were a very fair class. Mr. Haden Cope won 
In dogs with Time; and Hr. Arkwright with Hoy. This was right 
enough, and Hero came in third, but looked bad in coat and out 
of condition. Hornpipe pulled it oft in bitches, a tricolor, per¬ 
fect as to markings, and with good head; but second prize has 
bully eyes and a bad head. The smooth colleys, with the excep¬ 
tion of the winners, were by no menus a taking lot. Fan looked 
well, however, and is sure to win any where before a good judge. 

In large pointers Mr. Fletcher’s Don was there, and won of 
course; Mr. Arkwright following with his lemon and white Gen¬ 
eral; Bow tbeu-4aklng-»fr-fchwrunulnt;, closely followed -by Mr. 
Walker’s Don. A capital class, and capitally judged. In bitches 
45 lbs. or over, Mr. Walker took flrst and second with Lady and 
Helen in a fair class ; Mr. Ward's Belle might have been a step 
higher however. The victor Is a lernon and white, with good 
head, but longisb feet. In elass 25, Port, the winner, is a nice 
little dog. good in head and chest, but a trifle slack in loin, color 
lemon arm while; while Don, the second, a live,r and white, is 
good in body, and shown in good condition. In class 26 we be¬ 
lieve tlie second prize, bitch might have won had she not been 
shown in such terribly bad condition. Tills was a good class. 

Setters, (other than Gordons), brought the grand-headed Rock 
to the front; and Dash (Mr. Sim’s), made a splendid Becond, he 


never looked better, and, when shown in good form, he is as 
beautiful os a dream. No. 225 and 226 are both good in head 
and body, bur the foet of the former. In class 26 Mr. Fuuutle- 
roy came easily iu wltii Prue, a bitch of tlie Dash stamp, and who 
ought to bo married to that champion. The second prize here is 
small, and was shown in wretched condition. The Gordon dogs 
were very good; but with the single exception of the flrst prize, 
the bitches were rather poor. There was little to choose be¬ 
tween first and second dogB (Blossom and Duke). Mr. 
Shirley’s Shah has a good bead, and Mr. Wilson’s Punch looks a 
thorough workman, although a wee-bit curly. Palmerston, look¬ 
ing remarkable well for ills age, won at a trot in tile Irish setter 
dugs; Grouse making a good second, though a little weak in loin 
and out of feather, In the Irish bitches there was only one 
good, Mr. Skidmore’s Rose, who is a beauty, all red, and good In 
coat and condition; MeUaflle’s Mina and O’Brien’s Kate wore, 
although entered, not sent. 

in water spaniel dogs England and Ireland shared honors, in 
the shape ot Dou uud Patsey; both very good iu nearly all points, 
while iu water spaniel bitches there was but little to choose be¬ 
tween first aud second prize-takers. Clumlicrs formed a very fair 
class, tlie winners of flrst and second iu dogs being nearly equally 
good; hut, save tile same numbers iu the bitches, there was noth¬ 
ing of great excellence. With black spaniels, In both classes, 
Mr. Fletcher’s victories were easy enough, and we liked Flirt bet¬ 
ter than Young Bob. The dog spaniels, of any other color, were 
a large, good, and workman-like lot, and the bitches were eveu 
better. 

Next came the large sized bull dogs, forming a very fair class, 
Young Apollo winning—a white and patch doe, with promise of 
substance, a good skull, and up-face; the winner of second, al¬ 
though good iu skull, is not up-faeed enough. We should have 
commended Sanclio Punza (312). In mediums, Clinker had ills 
own way— a brindle, good all over, especially in eyes, aud stop, 
aud head. Mr. Dawes' Doctor made a capital second, and Mr. 
Smyth might have had third with Alexander had a third been 
given. In small hulls, Dainty won, althongh somewhat pinched; 
tlie winner of second lias a good body and stern, and is well 
wrinkled and promising. Tilts was a good class. 

In large bull-terriers (dogs) Nlblo was to the fore, but we like 
King, tlie second prize, fully as well, Nlblo being a little deep be¬ 
tween tlie eyes. Iii large bitches, Violet had an easy triumph. 
Tliis is tlie bitch which, It was alleged, Mr. Hineks was rude 
enough to deprive of two joiuts of her tail; if be did so, we can, 
after careful inspection, assure our readers ho must have taken 
the joints out of tlie middle, for the point of the tail is perfect. 
Bruce, who won in small bull-terriers, is a very pretty little dog, 
with good eyes, a idee long head, and a fair body; second is good 
iu body. Young Sankey is not, but has a good terrier bead. Rose, 
who led off in tlie bitch class, had a good head, though rather 
big in eye, and tlie winner of second is a taking bitch. 

In a good elass of red Dachshunds, Mr. Arkwright won well 
with Xaverl, and took second with Raufer. The other than reds 
were, witli the exception of tlie winner, a somewhat inferior lot. 

Iu champion fox-terriers (dogs) Nimrod won without competi¬ 
tion, and Nettle and Dorcas, iu bitches, were flrst and second, 
and there is little to choose between them. Iu the dog and bitch 
open classes, fox terrierB mustered very strongly, and, taking 
them all in all, were of average merit, Brokenburet Joe walking 
off with highest honors. He Is beautiful in ears, and has a good 
head, and legs, aud feet. Vulcan came in second, and Bitters 
third, and Royal fourth. Neither Danger, Tip, nor Remus ap¬ 
peared, aud “Alas I poor Yorrlck I" he was too 111 to compete. 
Most uoticcable among the other dogs were Bolus, Gruppler, 
Tickler, Saracen and Buff. Akely Nettle, who won in bitches, is 
a smart bitch, grand as to loin, though the head might he better; 
Dressmaker, the second, however, ran her very close; third prize 
was likewise good in loin, a good substantial little bitch; and 
Sorrel is good all round, though just a little big. Mr. Burbridgc’s 
l’opsey well deserved her place. The fox-terrier dogs and bitches 
under twelve months showed much that was promising and good, 
and not a little quite the reverse. The winners, at all events, de¬ 
served their honors. Upon the whole, the fox-terriers were a 
good show, and well judged. 

The white English terriers appeared in capital form, Mr. 
Ward winning easily with Gem, with her beautiful head and 
shapely body, and Tim making a most creditable second. Rose, 
too, is a fair bitch, but biggish. The large lilack-and-tans found 
Mr. Mapplebeck to the fore with Queen III. She Is simply per¬ 
fection, but the ears look as though they had been cut in Scot¬ 
land. Second aud third prizes were likewise very good, aud the 
whole class was well over average. In the small Black-and-tans 
Mr. Mather had both first and second, with Venom and Rare, 
both good aud promising. Irish terriers were just ns usual. 
They generally come in such questionable shape that we fear to 
review them. Skyes were good, but in the drop-eared the judge 
placed a prick-ear-to-all-intents-and-purposes second; Noble and 
Brownie might have divided honors. In the Prick-ears, Mr. 
Boulton was to the front with Jack, and Mr. Vicary close behind 
him with Monarch, but Oscar, the winuer of third, is too short. 
The Dandies and Bedlingtons were pretty fair specimens; Mr. 
Fawdry won easily with his Bedlington Victor, who showed in 
better form and condition than Lancer. In broken-lialred 
terriers Mr. Boulton tnd Mr. Vicary had equal firsts with Prince 
and Scamp, botli Al dogs of their respective breeds. Fan is also 
a wiry “warmlnt.” 

The winner in Pomeranians was too washed-out in the nose. 
Pugs saw Champion Sootey in his proper place, the dog never 
looked better; winner of second is also good: the third having a 
capital wrinkled head, but being too light in the fawn. Stella, in 
the bitch class, Is pretty well perfection; Judy we missed from 
her place. Italian greyhounds were none of them of very great 
merit, the best, however, was placed last. The Blenheims were 
good, though all of the new-fashioned, noseless school. King 
Charlies stood out well, and amply repaid a viBit to the gallery. 

The black-and-tan toys were good, but not the white. In 
broken-haired toys, Champion Little Stella, a Yorkie, was far and 
the best; but Flory and Lilly are both worthy of their places. 
Maltese were bad, and second prize was withheld—the first even 
was far too light in the nose. In Dalmatians, the redoubtable 
Captain put in an appearance, and won as of yore. There was 
much to wonder at and admire in the foreign classes, and some 
of these animals are just like the dogB one meets in a nightmare. 
Some beautiful puppies were 6howD, but some poor things were 
decidedly ill. There should be a rule made to the effect that no 
puppies be entered if younger than three months .—Live Stock 
Journal and Fanciers' Oazette 


The Bough Fox Terrier. 

By Stonehenoe, in London Field. 

Until within the last thirty years a rough or broken-haired ter¬ 
rier, differing altogether from the modern Skye, Dandle, aud 
Yorkshire blue-tan, was commonly met with throughout England, 
where, curiously enough, he was often called Scotch —lueus a non 
lucendo —such a dog being almost unknown across the Tweed. 
He closely resembled the dog now called the rough fox-terrier; 
but had usually rather a longer coat on the body, and of a coarser 
texture, the beard being considerably more prominent than that 
approved of In tho present day. Somewhat of this kind was the 


Rev. Thomas Pearce’s Venture, whose portrait was giveu in the 
Field amoug tho “Terriers of no Definite Brood” In 1806; but 
he more nearly approached the modern rough fox-terrier than 
tlie old-fashioned wire-haired breed, and ludeed was from strains 
used with fox-hounds by Mr. Rudclyffe and the Rev. J. Russell 
in the West of England, some of which were rough and other* 
Binooth. In general character she closely resembled Mr. Lindsay 
Hogg’s Topper, selected by me to Illustrate the rough fox-terrier 
dog, partly on account ot hla beautiful shape throughout and 
remarkable quality, and partly from his close resemblance to 
my flrst pet, a wonderfully game “ratter" and badger terrier. Un¬ 
doubtedly he is not quite deep enough In his back ribs for per¬ 
fection ; uor, indeed, is Bramble, my other selection; but it 
would be difficult to And any other fault with either of them, 
aud, until I see a specimen of the breed with deep back ribs', 
united with all their other good points, I am content to take 
them to reproscut the type of the rough fox-terrier of the day. A 
white color, more or less marked with tan or black, was always 
preferred for vermin terriers; but a great many black and tans, 
or rather grey and fawns,were met with,and also grey throughout, 
or a very dark grizzled, tan, brown, or badger-grey, as in Mr. 
Radclyffe’s breed, of Clierwell Grange, Shropshire, which last, 
however, were possessed of tulip ears, a fault no doubt in the 
opinion of the “fancy,” and therefore condemning them to pri¬ 
vate life at the allows, where they were exhibited by that gentle¬ 
man some ton years ago. In my young days the broken-haired 
terrier was always cropped; and, never having seen one au nature!, 

I am not aware whether the ears were originally tulip, rose, or 
falling; but I Imagine that they would resemble that of the mod¬ 
ern dog, many of wtiich a e more or less pricked, even in the best 
bred litters. Partly, or wholly, in consequence of the corres¬ 
pondence which appeared In the Field some years ago, a special 
class for rough fox-terriers was Introduced into the Glasgow show 
of 1872; and this example has been followed since then at most 
of our large shows, the classes being sometimes called “wire" or 
“broken-haired," and at others “rough fox." At Birmingham, 

In 1872, ill a broken-haired class, Mr. Sanderson, of Cottenhain, 
took a second prize with his afterwards celebrated dog, 
Venture, the first being withheld for want of merit 
in the opinion of the judge, Mr. J. Nisbet, who was 
here a little out of his clement, being specially re¬ 
tained for Skyes and Dandies. Next year, at Manchester and 
the Crystal Palace, Mr. Sanderson exhibited a grand team, in¬ 
cluding Venture, Tip and Turpin, with which he took several 
prizes, and also the fancy of Mr. Woottou, who purchased the 
lot, and, after gaining prizes with them at the Crystal Palace and 
Wolverhampton, sold Venture to Mr. Carrick, Jr., for use with 
the otter-hounds at Carlisle, where he Is much valued. In the 
Interval, I suppose, Mr. Nisbet had seen his error, for at the Bir¬ 
mingham show of 1874, he gave Venture the flrst prize in the 
wire-haired class, that dog having previously been awarded a 
similar honor at Nottingham. But time, and hard work in the 
water, have told their tale too much for him to show the type in 
perfection, besides which, lie is more leggy than Topper, with 
even less claim to perfection in his back ribs. At the late show 
at Lillie Bridge, several good dogs of tills breed were shown, Ven¬ 
ture being placed flrst, Mr. Easton's Tip second, and Mr. Lindsay 
Hogg’s Topper third, the three being so close together that the 
choice must always he, in my opinion, a matter of faucy. 

The points of tlie rough fox-terrier are the same as those of the 
smooth (described recently,) with the exc ption of the coat, the 
proper nature of which is correctly given tn the poUit6 of the Fox 
Terrier Club, quoted in The. Field. The club description does 
not, however, i think, sufficiently insist on the thick and soft un¬ 
dercoat, which, as In the Dandie Dinmont, should always be re¬ 
garded as of great Importance in resisting wet and cold. An 
open, long coat is even worse than a thick, short one for this 
purpose, as it admits the wet to the sklu and keeps it there, 
whereas tlie short coat epeedUy dries. 

Topper, bred by Sir F. Johnson, is about three years old, white 
in color, with very slight lemon markings on the ear and hip; and 
his blood has been in tlie Legard family for more than ninety 
years, lie being by Sir F. Johnson’* Topper out of Mr. R. Crowle's 
Vic; she by tlie Rev. — Legard’s Bam—Nettle; Nettle by Tartar- 
Missy. lie has won the following prizes and commendatious, 
never having been elsewhere exhibited, viz: 1866, HC, Filey; 2d, 
Maidstone; VHC, Crystal Palace; 2d, Cork, and 2d, Brighton. 
1877, 3d, Nottingham, and 3d, Lillie Bridge. 

Bramble, bred by Mr. Woottou, is by Turpin—Vic. Besides a 
third prize at Lillie Briilge, she took flrst prize at Cork in 1876, 
and the same at Dublin ill 1877.

If so then it were better to save the running 
and put the prizes In a hat, shake them up and draw for them, 
ind The causes may aU be summed up to the scarcity of birds, 
ted which compels economy of time, birdB and localities. It is but 
ieir right that we should say that the Tennessee State Sportsmen s 
dog Association recognize this fact, and having now a park of 8,000 
his acres, intend stocking it largely and appointing game-keepers to 
tog preserve the birds from molestation. With .ueb measures,we 
have every reason to believe that next December birds will be 
will plenty, and for the first time the dogs will have equal chances.

I told “m we were 
not In the habit of killing many In that way on Long Island 
l The style Is not conducive to good shooting, we have noticed, 
twenty-five fathom whip-lash wouldn’t find one in a week, and a 
longer one 1 b a little awkward, except In the hands of a flrsbdass 
l | “bullwacker,” and he Is a genuine production of only the VVes- 
1 : tern plalnB.

Down 
there the grass plovers are so wild—they Jump so far away—and 
t or ever, apparently—they are so cunning, dropping down be¬ 
hind the brow of hill, when surprised at the hunter’s near ap¬ 
proach, so that he cannot shoot, that to kill one meanB to secure 
i trophy- 

I love to bear their melodious and at times most plaintive 
whistle. I love to watch their graceful flight. I love to kill 
them, and to fairly gloat over their beauty of form and plumage. 

No dog Is necessary except to retrieve, for they are quick to con- 
4 I themselves when wounded lu the blackberry briars, in the 
huBhes or under any stone. This absence of the goodly setter of 
course Is a drawback, but as one hunts these birds, the hunter 
hns no brush to cut off the view, no mud or water to wade 
through, no briars to remind a man he is not a saint in the use of 
adjectives. 

Over fields, through valleys the hunter goes and climbs where 
“bill o’er hill and alps on alps arise." What magnificent views 
*re spread before the gaze. To the northward stretches the Iouk 
reach of the Connecticult shore, with Its wooded hills, its pic¬ 
turesque valleys and Its white and glistening villages. Near by 
its shores lies the comely and fair Fisher’s Island—that grand 
mausoleum of the hopes and fortunes of two erstwhile wealthy 
families—and not, without reason were they euchalued and fas¬ 
cinated by this beautiful land which is yet destined to be a fa¬ 
vored Summer resort and known of all pleusure seekers. Be¬ 
tween Is Long Island 8ound with its sparkling waters “ever 
bright and ever free,” and bearing on its bosom every conceiva¬ 
ble style of crafts, whether yacht, or sail boat, coaster or power¬ 
ful scented bony fish boat. To the northeast Watch Hill plainly 
sppears covered with hotels, that are not yet spacious enough to 
irive rest and room to the weary ones who throng thither from 
the heat and dust of the pent up cities to be cooled by Its breezes 
and laved by the surf that dashes unceasingly upon its Bhores. 

To the East appears the white, tall column on the tip end of 
Long Island, holding aloft the powerful light that nightly shines 
forth its friendly ray to guide the mariner to the haven where he 
would be. 

Beyond looms up the highlands of Block Island, once the 
home of a powerful tribe of Indians, mortal enemies of the 
Montauks and their final destroyers. It happened In this wise: 
One calm, moonlight night the picked braves from each tribe 
started in their canoes for the land of their enemy. 

As the Block Islaud Indians were paddling to the West the 
moon low sinking to ILs setting, they saw the Montauks approach¬ 
ing from the West. At once surmising their purpose the Block 
Island Indians returned to their shores, and as the Montauks 
landed, unsuspecting of an ambush, they rushed upon their vic¬ 
tims, and a few Montauks alone escaped to relate the manner of 
the destruction of their tribe. A few degenerate families yet 
remain, although they retain their tribal system and have a 
lordly Pharaoh for a king. Servants are they, in the land their 
fathers owned. An early king, Wyandauck, was Grand Sachem 
of Long Island, and most of the tribes were under tribute to the 
Montauks. But lord and vassal all have well nigh faded from 
existence, and the few scattered descendants have alike yielded 
to the stronger hand of the pale face. 

To the South rolls the Atlantic. As Its waters reach the south 
shore of the Island, the white crested surf comes tumbling In line 
after line as far as the eye cau stretch its gaze along the shore. 
The huge breakers dash upon the beach with more than Titan’s 
force, and their thunder is heard for miles. The grand worship 
of the sea! Some one has said of the breakers: 

They kneel upon the sloping sands 
As bend the human knee, 

A beautiful and tireless band 
The priesthood of the sea. 

But on their altar the beach are strewn hither and yon the rem¬ 
nants of many a gallant ship. Here the John Milton struck in 
one cold Wiuter’s night in a snow storm, and not a soul lived to 
tell the manner of tlicir fate. Hard by may now be seen the 
graves of the bodies of ten men washed up from the wreck of 
the “Circassian.” 

Foolhardy recklessness on the part of the wreckers, in dar¬ 
ing the storm, met with an undeserved fate, and with the wreck 
passed away the flower and Btrength of the last of the tribe of 
the brave Sbinnecock Indians. 

Cruel worshippers arc these mighty breakers. The richest of 
earth they bring to tlielr alter, for truly, “man Is thy victim, ship¬ 
wreck thy dower.” 

Afar off may be seen the ocean steamers carrying their pre¬ 
cious burdenB between the continents. The larger coasters run¬ 
ning from New York to Boston and along the coast, one after 
another a line of monstrous white winged sea birds may be seen 
plying their course—sometime In shadow sometime in suns— 
but how little the pilot, cares, “whether in sunshine or shade, they 
see him, who look from the shore.” 

To the West the lofty hills appear covered well nigh with im¬ 
mense herds of cattle and sheep. 

Grand and solemn is it to gaze out upon tills wide spread 
scene, constantly changing, ever beautiful. Surely It is not the 
number of birds that make the sport we love so attractive, so ab¬ 
sorbing, and that takes bo strong a hold that when once a man la 
In Its pleasant toils, he never can, he never wishes to be released. 
It Is far more than the large bags, the mere killing of birds. It is 
the glorious associations of friends, of sport, of clangers, of tolls, 
of scenery and study Of nature, of the study of birds, the excite¬ 
ment of the preparation, and the hunt, It Is all these associations 
and many more that can only be told to him who has experienced 
It and he needs not the tale. 

We all repaired that night to the home of Mr. Osborne, whose 
good wife and fair daughters treated us so hospitably, we should 
remember them In kindness though our ages should exceed 
"the days of the years of the pilgrimage” of the patriarchs. 
Their house was filled to overflowing with guests, and they sur¬ 
rendered th' ir rooms for our accommodations. I would like to 
tell you of their generous table, of the blue fish, the fried clams— 
but I am lost, as I was at the table, and, as those men of music with 
us rejoiced to say, whb never found while anything to eat remained. 
It was too good to tell about; if you doubt, reader, go and see for 
yourself, and you will thank me all the days of your life for giv¬ 
ing away this good news. 1 dlBllke to say much about Moutauk. 
It Is such a splendit place, one Is Inclined to want It all. Too 
many know Its pleasures now. However, I must remember my 
brother sportsmen, and let them Into this paradlBe. We hunted 
all day Tuesday and Wednesday forenoon. We killed scant forty 
plovers; we worked hard for them, and several of the party were 
excellent shots, so the reader may know how difficult It Is to kill a 
large number of grass plovers on Montauk. On Wednesday, at 1 
t*. M., we started on our return trip. The weather was elegant. 
Loth were we to part from this land of the Lotus, where forgot 
was “all time, all seasons and their changes.” But farewell to 
thee, old Montauk, must be said, for farewell Is the sum of man’s 
life. Farewell to thy loved hills, and to thy joys, and we will 
dream of being with thee again. We had sailed on onr home¬ 
ward voyage about two hours when our keen-eyed Paltnurus 
raised an Immense school of blue fish ahead. What fun the fish 
were having 1 the water was fairly alive with blue fish. The 
school was certainly two miles In length. 

The fish were flipping out of water, the gulls were screaming 


above them. And aboard of that boat 1 They looked and acted 
as If wild! I have seen excitement in my time, but of all jumping 
about, rushing for baits and Hues, giving advice, asking hurrldly 
for this gear or that, clearing away traps for fishing, I think thtB 
scene and occasion took the lead. The writer was the coolest 
one In the party, not that he heard any one say so In those exact 
words, but his conclusions are drawn from the appearance of the 
rest. One of the party, In Iris eagerness to have the first bait 
over, held a line in one hand and gazed at the fish, while with his 
other hand he threw over three balls one after another, and none 
lied In a line, and when he would have stopped in throwing baits 
is unknown had not some of the others pounced on the baskets 
to secure baits for themselves ami discovered the skrlnkage in 
that line of stock. 

It Is a singular thing that the two of the musical genius and 
of the geulal soul, who must ever have a joke on some one to be 
happy—have so persistently reiterated the statement, the writer 
done so foolish a thing that the commander and Falluurus have 
joined in the attempt to foist this joke on the writer and I there¬ 
fore avail myself of this opportunity to mukc this personal ex¬ 
planation. 

But he of the elder date, of whom I have spoken—lie—If I 
didn't want to be invidious—was the worst of all—first the boat, 
went too fast, then too slow, theu some one’s fish was tangling 
his liue, then he hud onu on Ills line. Talk was fearfully cheap 
and plentiful; just theu he lost a large blue fish, by hittlug 
against the small boat towing behind, and to prevent any more 
such disasters, uothing would suffice but he must clamber into 
the little boat and fish from that regardless of being twitched and 
jerked about, as a little boat must he as it is towed in the sea way 
when a fresh breeze is blowiug; regardless also of the lints from 
the large boat coming against his face, under bis chin, or pulling 
off Ids hat; regardless of all inconveniences, he kepi Ids place 
pulling flsli until the low descending sun proclaimed the sport 
over. 

To those who have never been blue-fishing and know not) Its 
excitement they cannot Imagine the life and animation aboard of 
a boat when a school is struck. Now, one fisherman has hooked a 
fish, away the fish scoots, across the other’s lines (words are again 
abundant from the owuers of those Hues) now it is up half way 
out of water trying to shake the deadly hook from its mouth, now 
it rushts frantically towards the lowest depths of the sea, now it 
rushes as fast as it can towards the boat—now hauling back to 
tear the book out. The d tcriulued fisherman, however, keeps 
pulling the fish, while all on board are watching every movement. 
Now the fish is near the boat. One or two more pulls and theu 
lie will be on board. Now the fish is beside the boat and now the 
fisherman leans over the side of the boat to lift him on board. 
The fish is clear out of water and the fisherman Is wild with ex¬ 
citement. What a splendid prize 1 Now he Is just lifting him 
over the rail—when with an extra flop that, pesky fish returns to 
the vasty deep to pursue his avocation of trylug out bony fish oil. 
Now you see him and now you don’t, Mr. Fisherman. Truely, 
there is many a slip ’twixt. the “eye-tooth and the dipper.” 
The human countenance undergoes great changes in the short 
Bpace of time just before and after that fish is lost. 

But wilder is the scene when three or four have fish hooked at 
the Bame time. No pen, certainly not mine, would 
undertake to portray the tumult and the frenzy of 
the moment. It is the very riot of excitement, added to all 
is the quick boat, dancing over the waters; the boat, now tack¬ 
ing, now jibbing, now following this school of fish, now chasing 
that, while all about, the fish are darting out of water iu pur¬ 
suit of their prey, and over all the sea-gull harshly cries for Ills 
mate to come to the feast. Life and anuimation are personified, 
and the most earger of all in that chain of destruction is he who 
is there, not to obtain the food to sustain life, but merely to grat¬ 
ify the love of pleasure. But extremes in this life arc brief, at 
least of joy. Unconsciously to us the sun lntd set, and sunk to 
rest In a watery coueli. How changed! 

These scenes, where but scarcely a moment ago discord ruled, 
order has come. The birds atul fish have passed from sight, and 
twilight gray had wrapped the world in silence. “Silence was 
pleased, now glowed the firmament 

“With Hvine sapphires. Hesperus that led 
"The starry host, rode lirighleet, till Iho moon 
"Rising in clouded muj.'sly, al length 
"Apparent queen unveiled her peerless light 
"Aud o’er the dark her silver mantle threw." 

Night had come and we had many miles to sail, so we resumed 
our course, and each one found his overcoat, for the night damp 
was coming with a chilly breath, and settled down In a conven¬ 
ient place. What an elegant night it was. The wind had mostly 
died away to a calm; the stars were bright, the moon shown with 
an unusual lustre, and clear and bright appeared “the guiding 
stars of the constellation of the Bear as they circle round the Arc¬ 
tic Pole.” 

Were such nights common, “the world would be in love with 
the night, and pay no homage to the garish suu." It was the 
hour of triumph forthe musicians. I never shall forget that night 
or the many songs they sung. The music floats through mem¬ 
ory’s halls as soft as the munnuriogs of an oeolian harp, sweet as 
the refrain of the dimly remembered music heard in our dreams. 
Oh, that charming night! I thought to myself as I drank in the de¬ 
lights of the hour, 

“Who would not rather lie waked by such melody. 

"Theu wearily In slumber, drag the hours away. 

Just then Palinurus’ hand descended on my shoulder with the 
force of a giant, and I vaguely heard something about “Wake up 
and catch the buoy, we are in!” As best I could, I asked him If 
he mistook my shoulder fur the helm, that he w as hauling me 
about in that style, while I was reclining, counting the stars and 
admiriug the night. For some reason this seemed to create a 
goneral laugh. I think it must have been my joke on Palinurus’ 
rudeness, but for the life of me I did not see my joke then, nor 
have I discovered It yet. But It iB certain they smiled quite loud, 
and Palinurus, with as sarcastic a grin as he could muster, said, 
“If you had not been asleep for the last three hours, we might 
take some stock in your rhapsodies over a fine night; but here, be 
quick! and catch the moorings, for we are at home!” I could 
only disdainfully smile upon the unpoetic wretch, who would, for 
a moment. in6luuate anything about sleep at such a time, and I 
hurried forward to moor our boat, and tile trip was closed with 
the day.

Introduction of American Grouse Into England. 


The following letters’’extracted from our valuable English 
exchange, the Country, explain themselves tolerably and refer to 
a prior letter written by “Roving Scott” regarding the importa¬ 
tion Into the English, Irish and Scotch moors of American 
species of the grouse family. This Importation is looked upon os 
likely to change the current of the considerably In-bred blood, 
and by this means check the mysterious maladies that periodically 
depopulate some one or other portion of the grouse moors. 
Whether this plan proves successful Is yet to be seen, but wo can 
see no reason for Its failure, and even If the ruffed grouse and Its 
varieties should not actually mate and cross with Its English con¬ 
gener, a new species of game will be afforded to English sports¬ 
men. 

Regarding the nomenclature spoken of by “Proteus,” we are 
not astonished at tils difficulty of recognizing one bird from 
another by name, for we have much confusion in the naming of 
our gamu birds. For Instance, the quail and ruffed grouse are 
each known as partridge iu various localities, whilst the ruffed 
grouse Is also called pbeasaut. It would be well for our sports¬ 
men to use Borne care In giving the right names to the birds they 
shoot. Partridge Is entirely a misnomer, and so is pheasant, for 
we have uo partridge or pheasant proper as beside our quails our 
game birds are grouse of sorts. 

"Since my last communication to the Country on the above sub¬ 
ject, I have been favored by two replies to my letters, one from 
Professor Dickie, of the University of Aberdeen, and another 
from Mr. GlUbanks, which coutuiiis much valuable information, 
ant} I. at once hasten to lay them before the readers of the 
CWitby, sincerely hoping that sportsmen generally will take the 
subject up, for surely It Is a very iutcrestlng one, and no doubt 
we slipuld have lu a few years a fair quantity of these really ex¬ 
cellent.birds—the American grouse. Professor Dickie says, after 
giving the names of three different species which Inhabit Canada, 
that: “l V Canadensis, called also the Spruce partridge, frequents 
not open grounds, forms nests beneath horizontal Hr 
branches, feeds on berries of different kinds, and young twigs, 
and on blossoms of vartouB plants. In Winter It subsists on 
young leaves of American larch, or -Hackraatah.’ It is said to 
be or was plentiful along the shores of Bay of Fundy.” “/ Hal- 
iceti (Willow grouse) is in the N. districts on the borders of the 
great lakes; in Winter it feeds on mosses and lichens, scraping 
off the snow to get them. I am not so well acquainted with the 
habits of the ruffed grouse; it is said Ur be abundant in New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia. I think it likely that all three might 
be naturalized, at any rate a trial might be made. The plan 
would he to secure eggs, and select a good mother heu." I con¬ 
sider the above opinion of this learned professor of botany ought 
to have great weight with sportsmen generally, and I may add 
here that Dr. Dickie will be very willing to give the names of any 
seeds found in the crops of any of the above species of birds, 
and for bis kindness he certainly deserves our best thanks. I now 
proceed to Mr. Gillbanks’ very entertaining letter,and,although that, 
gentleman has kindly permitted me to give it. entire, I have withhold 
some parts of it- Mr. G. says, “ I have had more to do with in¬ 
troducing hardy foreign game, &c., than any one of us left. 
With regard to ‘ruffed grouse’ and prairie fowl, oneSergeut Bates, 
of Wisconsin, Illinois, wrote In the Daily AVum, and copied into 
the Fidd, that he could send over any quantity at about 10s. 
per couple, if wanted. I was immediately applied to by landed 
proprietors all over England to assist in the matter. Frank Buck- 
land, or some one, stated In Land aiui Water, that Jamraeh, of 
Wappiug, had several pairs for sale at about 30s. I got ‘Ubique ’ 
whose account of them in his Cun, Rod, and ,Saddle is very In¬ 
structive, to go to look at them, and be wrote me that they were 
a fine lot. Mr. Boustead (Price and Boustead), Army Agents, 
Craven street, has bought a large estate joining me, and is a good 
preserver. I wrote asking him to try to introduce them here, 
and he was just iu time to secure the last pair, which he put in a 
large cage at his house at Wimbledon, hoping they would lay 
eggs, which he would send down here. They did well for some 
time till breeding-time, when they battered themselves to pieces. 

My friend Highford Burr, of Aldermaston, Reading, who is a 
great enthusiast In these matters, was very anxious to Introduce 
game birds. He had some prairie fowl in a large walled garden 
of several acres In size; but when the breeding season came on, 
bis birds knocked themselves to pieces. I then suggested to Ser- 
geut Bates to send over the eggs, as I knew of no end of cases 
where eggs had been kept for six or nine weeks, and brought out 
well. Sergeut Bates sent me nearly 100 eggs, consigned to Cross, 
wild beast dealer, Liverpool; they were carefully packed, and, 
by my orders, he and young Hurry Goodwin, son of our Bishop, 
broke two of them, and reported them quite fresh and 
hopeful. I had liens all ready, and set them, and, after a month 
I examined them all round, and found the yolk had stuck to 
the side iu every case for want of daily turning. This is the grand 
secret; besides, I know not why, they had been /Uvweeks In com¬ 
ing, and even three days at Liverpool in the hold of the ship, the 
beat being close upon 100 degrees. Surely, eggs should he had 
over from America in a little over a week; If so, if packed small 
end down and daily Inverted, box and all, I will venture any 
amount that my plan would succeed, and we might introduce 
aud establish prairie fowl," etc, I have given in the above ex¬ 
tracts from Mr. Gillbanks' very Interesting letter sufficient to 
stimulate sportsmen generally to make one great attempt to add 
to our game birds supply. Like Mr. Gillbanks, I should have no 
fear of the result; and we eould at least have eggs from America 
delivered in any part of England within fourteen days. I am 
pleased to say that from Information I have received respecting 
the natural foods to be obtained lu Wales that that country is 
admirably suited for the Canadian grouse, and I fondly hope that 
a beginning will be made this Spring and a good many birds 
hatched off. The expense to obtain this desired end need not be 
very great; but we should have to make arrangements with some 
trustworthy and respectable person to superintend the packing 
and see to the freshness of the eggs, etc. I hope others will 
kindly speak out on this, to me, very interesting topic, and I 
must heartily thank those who have already spoken In favor of 
this scheme. — A Roving Scot.” 

"I beg to thank “A Roving Scot" for tils very Battering notice 
of my poor efforts to preserve the old British style of shooting, 
and al 60 to express my regret that, owing to distance from Lon- 
dnn, it will not be in my power to comply with his request to ex¬ 
amine the crops of American grouse. I can, however, record my 
sincere approval of his patriotic attempts to introduce the various 
species of grouse into Britain. The birds we already possess 
have fallen off very much within the last fifty years, They arc 
wilder, scarcer, and more subject to disease. It Is desirable, 
therefore, to obtain American birds, more especially if they could 
find food in uncultivated districts, where they would be less liable 
to disturbance from the agriculturist, and occasion him less an¬ 
noyance by Injuring his crops. 

With shame do I confess that I have never crossed the Atlantic, 
and, of course, I know nothing about American game. Never¬ 
theless, I will take the liberty of hinting to American sportsmen 
that they would greatly oblige their English cousins if they would 
give correct scientific names to their game of oil kinds. The dif¬ 
ferent species of the genus Tetras have been sufficiently well de¬ 
fined to enable any one, after an hour’s study, to pronounce

alarm when several hundred yards away, and will stop and snort 
ami circle around once or twice, then bound over the plains till 

they disappear; the hist being seen of them to their white sterns ^ 

bobbing up and down. 

1 am satisfied that they shed their horns every year, though t 
took some vears of close observation to fully settle it to my sat¬ 
isfaction. To the best of my knowledge they begin to shed about 
the middle of December, and from that time to the middle o 
January, you can sec some with both horns off, others with one 
horn, and still others with both horns on; but after tlie 15th 
January you will not find a buck with horns. The horn ‘'‘P 8 
leaving what we call u pitl. from three to live Inches in length, 
covered with hair nearly two inches long, except at the point 
which is lu.ru, and is hard and movable.

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Game Notes from Michigan. 


Pout IIuhon, Mich., Nov. 22, 1877. 

Editor Chicago Field. —Enclosed find following game uotee 
from various parts of the State: 

Traverse City, Nov. 15. —Over five hundred pounds of Ash, 
»hlch proved to be California salmon, were taken In a pound net 
iu Traverse Bay one night tills week. The Individual HbIi of the 
catch averaged four and live pounds each. 

Port Huron, Nov. 19.—Messrs. Murray, Henson, Dwyer, and 
Hawkins departed for the 8t. Clair Flats ou Saturday last (Nov. 
17 ,) for a few day’s shooting. The ducks there are countless. It 
Is reported that live Canadians slaughtered upwards of 1,000 In 
Ike course of a week. 

While In Detroit, a fow days since, we called upon Mr. Collins, 
tbs taxidermist who exhibited to us a specimen of the skua or 
jaeger gull (atsrcornriiu parasiticus). These yaegera (hunters) 
ire eminently rapacious, uud habitually attack and harass terns 
and the smaller gulls until these weaker and less spirited birds are 
forced to drop aud disgorge their prey. The species is rarely 
met with, but one before having been killed within the limits of 
Ike State. The bird was shot by a youthful Frenchman while 
bunting on Belle Isle, a few weeks since, and, we understand 
will ornament the rooms of the Detroit Scientific Association. 

Arcadia, Lapeer County. Nov. 19.—A large lynx was shot 
here one day last week. 

An extract from a private letter from St. Paul, Minn., says: 
"An editor of a Now York sporting journal who was sojourning 
here some six or eight weeks since, crept up to a lot of decoy 
ducks and blazed away enthusiastically. They did not tty away, 
sad ho bagged the whole lot.” 

Flint, Mich., Nov. 21.—A hunting party composed of several 
of our professional and business men returned to-day from a 
three weeks' bunting trip in the ltillo river region, bringing with 
them thirty-two deers as evidences of their prowess. 

Deer are unusually abundant in Bay Couuty this season. 

Hanover, Mich., Nov. 19.—A flock of wild swans, (tjyguus 
Buccinator) alighted near this village one day last week, and two 
were caught by some boys as they were tryiug to get through the 
fence. Another was shot which weighed twenty-five pounds.

Washington Notes. —Washington, D, C., Nov. 21, 1877.— 
Editor Chicago Field ;—I have but recently returned from oue of 
the most delightful trips I ever had. Our only drawback was the 
heat; the weather, part of the time, being more like June than 
November, and two days of rain. We found our host, Dr. 
Blackstoue, all ready for ua, and he had gained permission from 
most of the land owners for us to shoot on their places. Only one 
refused, and we found him far beyond our flowers of persuasion. 

We reached River Springs Saturday afternoon, and had some 
little sport on our way from the landing to the house about two 
miles away. The older members of our party and our luggage 
were sent up in the carriages and wagons, while the rest cut 
across the country. We found birds (quails) very plenty, and 
bagged a sufficient number to make a good Bunday morning 
breakfast for the whole party. Sunday was bright aud clear, and 
we gave the dogs a good run in locating fresh covies of quuils. 

Next morning, the shooters, seven iu number, divided into two 
parties, four in one and three in the other. Our party of three 
took the direction we had taken the (lay before and had fine sport 
in shooting. We found the eovies full and well grown. The 
details are too numerous to give iu full. At the close of the day 
when the parties had again mot, we had the satisfaction to know 
we had made a bag nearly double that of the other party, and 
when we showed our pile their eyes flew open as large as saucers. 
Wc had asked them before what was their score and they had 
given us such large figures that we felt ashamed to bring our 
birds to sight. But gunners' figures sometimes will bear cutting 
down. Our dogs worked well, aud but for the frequent miss-fires 
we had in Ely’s shells, our strings might have been longer. I was 
much disappointed in these shells; wc had a large number on 
hand, and our miss-fires always seemed to occur when wc had the 
very beat chances. In the future, in the use of shells I shall 
patronize home manufacture. 

Monday night it blew up cold, and we hoped to see plenty of 
ducks Iu the morning, but were informed the wind blew from the 
wrong direction for ducks aud meant rain. Next day was cloudy, 
but was a good day for shooting. We sought new fields, found 
plenty of shooting, made a good bag until the rain came down 
and drove us towards home. We were drenched to the skin be¬ 
fore wc reached the house and had to send our clothes to the 
kitchen to dry. We again bad bad luck with our shells, and Ely 
Bros, received more than one blessing. 

After supper, a letter informed us that the house and furniture 
of one of our number had been burned to the ground. This 
threw a damper over the whole party, and necessitated an Im¬ 
mediate return on Ids part. This made our party only two, and 
we hardly cared whether we went or stayed. This day our score 
was small in comparison to other days. We had another good 
wetting, and the rain came down in a way that indicated it was 
going to continue. Next day a boat, stopped at the landing, and 
we unanimously agreed to take passage. Preparations for de¬ 
parture were soon made, and early next morning beheld us on our 
way home after a pleasant week’s shooting. 

We found we had gone away too soon to find ducks lu any 
numbers, and that we had not yot had sufficient frost to kill the 
growth of rank weeds. Next time we will wait till the weather 
justifies our departure. 

Qualls are unusually pleuty In all this section, and turkeys and 
pheasants afford the shooter all the sport he could wish. Deer, 
too, seem to have increased and are bagged in goodly numbers. 

Saturday I attended n rabbit chase with a pack of hounds, and 
I am not yet through laughing. 

Before the season cIoscr I am going to have a good turkey 
hunt, and hope to take a new acquaintance, a blue blood dog 
man, with me. Will write again soon.

Snaring Ruffed Grouse.—The Amador Valley (Cal.) 
Club. —Lynn, Mass., Nov. 21, 1877 .—Editor Chicago yield ;—I 
wish to make a few remarks on trapping partridges. They were 
mice very plenty In this locality, but the snare has done the work; 
« bag of two or three, after a hard day's work, Is now called 
good. Borne two weeks ago, myself and friend, B. K. Lewis, 
*enl to a certain piece of woods where there had been a brood of 
Partridges; In this wood, of not over seventy-five acres, we found 
and destroyed over 100 snares. Must we always stand this! I 
heard a gentleman in Salem, a sportsman, a crack shot aud owner 
’’f a good setter, say that one of bis customers had snared over 
I® worth of partridges; still he will not Inform on this poacher. 

I see by tbe Chicago Field that a club has heen organized In 
San Francisco, and leased the shooting right In and around Ama- 
Jor valley; It 1s a fine hunting ground. I have worked over every 
•not of this valley many times, and once, In company with a party 
of gentlemen from San Francisco, bagged to my own gun one

hundred and fifty-six quails In two days, on Mr. Newsbummer’s 
ranch, one mile below the town of Pleasanton. I remember one 
Summer I was shooting doves with my old friend, John Joardau, 
a resident of Pleasanton, a good fellow, aud as good a shot as 
ever pulled a trigger; it was In the month of August, aud young 
quails were about one half grown, and we marked some fifteen 
or twenty coveys, expecting to have lots of fun with them after 
the 15th of September; hut they were doomed to die another 
way. The farmers were troubled with ground squirrels, aud 
used wheat, soaked iu strychnine, to poison them, and in so do¬ 
ing killed thousands of quails. By the time the law was off we 
could find scarcely any of these coveys left. I hope tills whole¬ 
sale slaughter will he stopped, and I think it will, as I see some 
of the best men and truest sportsmen iu California are members 
of this club. Dr. Sliorb and Chas Dougherty I have met In the 
field; Charles de Young the whole world knows; he iseditorof 
the spiciest and boldest sheet in California. He has done more 
to expose the government frauds than any other man living. I 
should like to have secu a few more names such as J. K. Orr, 
John Pollok, E. L. Mayberry, and a few such among the members 
of the club.

Warren Notes. —Warren, Pa., Nov. 21, 1877 .—Editor Chi¬ 
cago Field :—Game of all kind was never so scarce in this “neck 
of woods” as this year. We had a few woodcock in warm 
weather, but not half a6 many as last year. The ruffed grouse are 
scattering and wild as hawks. Squirrels are scarcely seen, al¬ 
though the crop of must is abundant. Deer are few, partly owing 
to tbe great slaughter on the December snow of last year. Our 
game law is wrong in extending the open season for deer to Jan¬ 
uary 1. It ought to close December 1st and prohibit Bhlpplng 
venison out of the State. An effort will be made to change the 
law at the next session of our legislature. 

We have had no quail here since the old men were boys. Last 
Spring our club put out ten dozen hoping to restock the fields by 
protecting them through the cold weather. We hear of an oc¬ 
casional small covey at a distance, but none are found here. We 
shall try It again in the Spring. 

Wild pigeons are roosting in great numbers some thirty miles 
south in the beech woods on a branch of the Allegheny river. 

The brace of Ranger—Queen pups spoken of in the lust Chi¬ 
cago Field as sold by Mr. Dllley to Dr. McDermott,are beauties, 
aud are doing finely. The doctor parted with one to a neighbor 
and zealous sportsman, Mr. F. H. Rockwell, wbo values the young 
native like a veritable blue blood. 

M. Waters, president of our club, leaves soon to Bpend 
the Winter on bis plantation in Mississippi, where ills Plunket, 
Dick, with Dash and Charlie will get lively work. 

II. E. Brown, attorney for our club, has already left for 
Westeru Florida not forgetting Nellie and ills close shooting Web- 
ley to make the Winter pass pleasantly. 

F. H. Rockwell, R. K. Russell and A. Hertzel leave this week 
for a short pull at the ducks about fifty miles north of Toronto In 
Canada. So you see we have some sport If It is "far fetched" 
and expensive.

At the corner of Jefferson and Main streets the load 
came to a halt to give the crowd, wbo had gathered in great num¬ 
bers, an opportunity to inspect the game from the Au Sable.

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Moose in Wisconsin. —Milwaukee, WIs., Nov. 24, 1877.— Ed¬ 
itor Chicago Field .—It may seem strange to bear of moose in this 
State, but such is the case. On the 10th of the present mouth, 
a cow-moose weighing 757 pounds, was killed five miles west of 
Butternut creek station, on the line of the Wisconsin Central 
railroad. It was killed by Joseph Harper, while looking for deer. 
He fired three shots Into the huge animal before he got it down, 
then os he went up to cut its throat, it got ou its feet to charge 
him, when by a lucky shot from Ills revolver he reached its heart, 
killing It Instantly. My Informant saw the head and skin, also 
ate some of the steaks. The head measured two feet eight Inches 
from the crown between the ears, to the tip of its nose; the hide 
weighed 50 pounds. 

The tracke of another and larger one have been seen, which Is 
supposed to be its mate, and as soon as enough snow falls to track 
It, the hunters will be out in full force after It. Why not send 
some of the mighty Nlmrods of Chicago out and let them have the 
glory of capturing such big game? If they don’t get a moose 
they will find deer aud bear very plenty, and officers and men of 
the railroad will do all In their power to make it pleasant for a 
sportsman. There Is a fair hotel at Butternut creek station, so 
that hunterB need not have to camp out, unless they want to. 

I know one man thut has already expended .$2,000 to kill a 
moose til Nova Scotia, and has not got one yet, and now we have 
them right here at home—who knows but there may be more thau 
the two.

Game Protection in Halifax.—Halifax, N, 8., Nov. 21> 
1877 .—Editor Chicago Field :—There is considerable Interest felt 
here at present with reference to a case that was brought up In 
the court by the Chief Game Commissioner, Fitzgerald Cochran 
against Capt. Larcom, Royalj; Artillcryfor violation of the new 
game law of last session, In Shooting game without license, be¬ 
fore Justice Shields. 

The prosecution was conducted by the Game Commissioner in 
person and the defence by L. G. Rigby, Q. C., and C. J. Macdon¬ 
ald, Esq. On the part of the prosecution, three witnesses were 
called up, two of whom were Indian hunters; one testified that he 
was out moose hunting in October with the defendant, and that 
both fired at a moose, which they killed; he could not swear as to 
whose gun the game had fallen. The other testified to seeing a 
moose brought in the camp but could not swear as to who lulled 
It. The third witness testified to the latter fact. 

The Game Commissioner contended that the law explicitly de¬ 
clared that officers of the army and navy in Her Majesty’s ser¬ 
vice In this garrison could uot enjoy the privileges of the game 
law unless by the payment of five dollars for a license. And 
they on their part contended that the law only applied to persons 
having their domicile in Nova Scotia and not to officers of the 
garrison who were ouly here for a couple of years. The jury 
were sent out twice but could not agree, so there the matter 
rcBts for the present. A True Blue.
